1 . IN THE COURSE OF MY MEETING WITH FAHMY THIS AFTER 
NOON, I ASKED HIM ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF GOE 
FURNISHING AN AIRCRAFT FOR ROBINSON TO FLY HIM FROM 
CAIRO TO NAIROBI ON MAY 2. 1 EXPLAINED THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
PROMPTING OUR REQUEST AND THE DEPUTY SECRETARY'S NEED 
TO ARRIVE IN NAIROBI BY 2030 ON MAY 2 FOR UNCTAD IV. 

DEPUTY SECRETARY WILL BE ACCOMPANIED BY MRS. ROBINSON, 
HORMATS AND, I ASSUMED, TWO OR THREE SY AGENTS. 

2. FAHMY SAID HE IS SURE THIS CAN BE ARRANGED. HE 
SUGGESTED THE PRESIDENT'S MYSTERE MIGHT BE MADE AVAILABLE. 
HE WILL TAKE CARE OF DETAILS. ON YOUR AND 

DEPUTY SECRETARY'S BEHALF, I THANKED FAHMY FOR HIS 
KIND OFFER. 

3. COMMENT: PLANNING FOR DEPUTY SECRETARY'S EGYPT 
VISIT CAN NOW BE BASED ON GOE AIRCRAFT BEING MADE 
AVAILABLE TO DEPART CAIRO AT ANYTIME, MAY 2, DESIGNATED 
BY ROBINSON. WE WILL OBTAIN DATA ON FLYING TIME 

CAIRO TO NAIROBI TO ENABLE JUDGMENT BE MADE LATEST TIME 
BY WHICH ROBINSON PARTY MUST LEAVE CAIRO. 
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
